Motion by Tr. Pribnow, seconded by Tr. Kohlmann to dispense reading of the December 22nd and January 12th meeting 

minutes and approve as emailed. Motion carried. 

 

Motion by Pr. Luedtke, seconded by Tr. Priesgen to adopt Ordinance #326, annexation of a portion of the Town of 

Lomira to the Village of Lomira. Motion carried by roll call vote with Tr. More absent. The annexation covers parcels 

that encompass the Michels Corporation office/warehouse on Highway 49 west of I-41. 

 

Motion by Tr. Kohlmann, seconded by Tr. Priesgen to adopt Ordinance #325, Village Administrator and the 

conforming job description. Motion carried by roll call vote with Tr. More absent. The position is created as a 

supervisory and organizational role.  

 

Motion by Tr. Kohlmann, seconded by Tr. Pribnow to adopt Resolution #1013, amendment to the 2022 budget. Motion 

carried by roll call vote with Tr. More absent. The amendment provides for a wage, payroll taxes and retirement 

contribution increase in the general fund, sewer fund and water fund for the Clerk-Treasurer’s office. 

 

Motion by Pr. Luedtke, seconded by Tr. Kohlmann to appoint Jenna Rhein as Village Administrator. Motion carried 

with Tr. Priesgen abstain and Tr. More absent.  

 

Motion by Tr. Priesgen, seconded by Tr. Kohlmann to approve the Purchasing Procedure and Employee Policies and 

Procedures and add both to the Employee Handbook.  After further discussion, motion by Tr. Ritger, seconded by Tr. 

Pribnow to approve the previous motion with the following changes to the Employee Policies and Procedures: item (2) 

will include that emergency situations are exempt from the policy and the Police Dept. prosecuting attorney does not 



 

 

apply to the policy; and item (6) will be rephrased as Police Department Administration instead of Police Department 

office. Motion carried. 

 

Chief Frank reported that Office Fox has rescinded her retirement resignation until further notice.  

 

Tr. Pribnow reported he is taking over as Chair of the Employee Committee for Tr. More.  

 

Motion by Tr. Kohlmann, seconded by Tr. Pribnow to convene to closed session per WI Stats. 19.85(1)(g) to discuss 

strategy with respect to possible litigation and reconvene in open session to adjourn.  Motion carried by roll call vote.
